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CINEMA 
NEWS

Once again I begin writing this column 
of Cinema News; hoping that it will be of 
some use to those interested in the 
Motion Picture World. I use the word 
CINEMA instead of movie because I 
think the term Movie gives film a cheaper 
meaning. When we use the terms film, 
cinema, or motion picture we can be 
sure that the content of the production 
holds something good and interesting to 
us. The film can be experimental 
(commonly named Underground), Thea¬ 
trical (conventional films produced by 
bigger studios) or they can be Non-Thea¬ 
trical (Industrial, Commercial or such 
films). Each one of these kind of films, 
has a creative power behind it. This . 
creative power has molded them into 
what they iare. Either a success or a 
failure or maybe in between like so many 
productions now days seem to be. This 
creative power is called the film director. 
Asa deviation of the usual way of writing 
my column (for those of you who remem¬ 


ber about two years ago) I shall try to 
present to you the great film directors 
of various nations. Also others whose 
job is by no means less important; such 

as film editors, art directors, screen 
vvriters, directors of photography , 
Cameraman and others. Mainly, we 
shall deal with the Film Director, since 
he is the central creator of the product¬ 
ion, and the failui® ortthe success of it 
solely depends on him. 

Many people do not know what the dif¬ 
ference between a Producer and a De¬ 
rector is. Well, the Producer is the one 
that puts up the money and takes care of 
all the financial matters. They are the 
ones that get headaches if the production 
is behind schedule. The Director has got 
the say as far as how the production is 
to be worked out. He is the artistic 
force or creative power behind a film, 
and more than likely you can see his 
trademark by the style he uses. Needless 

to say there is a possiblity that the di¬ 
rector can be a producer at the same 
time, or an actor can be a director or 

producer for that matter. Some camera 
men have become directors, like the 
well known cameraman in the older days 
Frank Capra. Or the actor director 
Charlie Chaplin who by the way is still 
putting out. By putting out, we mean

WEAR OLD CLOTHING 
WHEN HANDLING 
BATTERIES 

This may sound strange. But the follow¬ 
ing is a very real request. Drycleaners 
arepleadingto the general public to wear 
old clothes when handling storage bat¬ 
teries, using chemicals in laboratories, 
or other special chemicals used to clean 
bricks and metals. 

The clothing detectives at the National 
Institute of Drycleaning believe that do¬ 
it-yourselfing is increasing because in 
1968 frustrated drycleaners set 1, 005 
acids to 

items damaged by hydrochloric and sul¬ 
furic acids to the Institute's Textile 
Analysis Laboratories. 

Hydrochloric acid is found in all labora¬ 
tories and is used to clean bricks and 
metals. Sulfuric acid is also used in 
laboratories and in storage batteries like 
your automobile battery. Neither is used 
in any part of the drycleaning plant. 

The cleaners warn that these acids will 
weaken most textile fibers. However, 


certain synthetics, such as nylon and 
dacron, are highly resistant. Even some 
body deodorants contain salts of sulfuric 
acid which, under certain conditions, 
will form a fiber-destroying acid. 

The Institute has received draperies 
which have deteriorated because of this 
acid damage. How ? the customer trans¬ 
ported the drapes to the cleaner in the 
trunk of the car. 

One woman even used her sweater to 
wipe up the white residue that leaked in 
to the trunk of the family car from a 
storage battery. She didn't advise her 
cleaner about what she had done. The 
result was a distegrated sweater. 

If she had told her cleaner he could have 
possibly flushed out the acid if the fabric 
could withstand water. 

Your drycleaner wants you to use your 
head and think twice. Even diluted con¬ 
centrations will weaken most fabrics after 
the water evaporates and leaves a more 
concentrated acid in your drapery or 
garment.
